NOTE 


yHE  following  catalogue,  consisting  of  three  separate  collections, 
comprises  an  excellent  representation  of  the  great  masters’  en- 
gravings, etchings,  and  lithographs,  as  well  as  an  excellent  collec- 
tion of  the  contemporary  American  and  English  artists. 

Among  the  etchings  are  several  very  fine  examples  of  Meryon. 
His  La  Tour  de  L’Horloge  is  probably  the  finest.  Whistler’s  The 
Barbers  is  also  a very  rare  etching. 

There  are  seven  Cameron  etchings.  Maclaughlin  is  well  repre- 
sented, as  well  as  Fitton,  Haden,  Haig  and  Pennell.  Durer’s  Coat 
of  Arms  with  The  Cock,  and  Rembrandt’s  Oriental  Head  are  well 
worth  mentioning. 

R.  Smith’s  Innocence  Alarmed,  after  George  Morland;  Schia- 
vonetti’s  Nest  of  Cupids;  and  an  array  of  such  masters  as  Ward, 
Seriven,  Bartolozzi,  Thos.
